The book of Pfalms is one of the moft ex ten five an 
ufeful in holy Scripture, as it is every where fuited to tlj

ing praife. That Heman compofed Pfalm Ixxxviti. Etha 
Ixxxix. and Mofes xc, is certain. Whether thefe onde 
the name of Afaph were moftly penned by him, or onl; 
alligned to be fling by him as a mailer of the TempJe 
Mufick, as others were to Jeduthun, or to the fons 
Korah, or other chief Muficians, we cannot determine 
Some, as Pfahn lxxiv. lxxix. exxvi. andexxxvii. appear t 
have been compofed after the begun Captivity to'Babylon 
but by whom we know not. "The reft, including thef 
two marked with the name of Solomon, might be com 
pofed by David the fweet Pfalmift of Ifrael *- 

Twenty.fivc.of thePfalmshave no title at all 5 and whe 
ther jthe titlesof the reft are ofDivine authority isnot alto, 
gether agreed. But when it is considered that thefe title*
